She walked slowly up the 
renter a isle and sat down on the 
hack row on the democra tic sides 
with her credentia ls on the desk be 
fore her. 
To her the sena tors came 
bow’lng low over her w hite gloved 
hand. 
She was as full of a nima tion 
and seemed to enjoy the occa sion 
like a young girl at her first party. 
She patted the hands of the sena tors 
in a motherly fashion and wa s thor­ 
oughly at home.

Washington, Nov. 20.—Th« * supreme 
court announced today that it would 
refuse to affirm th*- action of the eir- 
cuil court of appeals at Chicago which 
upheld the powers of the United States 
railroad labor board against a legal 
atta« k brought by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
The suit is over an attempt by the 
Pennsylva nia to escape having to rec­ 
ognize railroad unions in confereaces 
over wages and working conditions.

the o rdinance which Ud straightway to the pro no uncing o f sen­ 
tence o n the self-co nfessed vio lato r in municipal co urt, the peo ple 
o f the city are beco ming co nvinced that by passing the o rdinance 
the city co uncil did a go o d thing fo r Brainerd. 
When a similar o rdinance was o ffered to the co uncil fo r co n­ 
sideratio n so me time ago there was a majo rity against it but co n­ 
ditio ns in the city have changed the attitude o f the o ppo sitio n so 
that when the present o rdinance was o ffered it met. with little o r 
no o ppo sitio n. 
The o rdinance has fo r its purpo se "regulating and pro hibiting 
the manufacture, sale, giving away, dispo sitio n, furnishing, po s­ 
sessio n and transpo rtatio n o f into xicating liquo rs in the city o f 
Brainerd, and the keeping and having po ssessio n fo r sale, giving 
away, dispo sitio n, furnishing o r transpo rtatio n o f into xicating 
liquo rs In said city and the receiving o r taking any o rder fo r in­ 
to xicating liquo rs in said city, and defining into xicating liquo r and 
prescribing penalties fo r vio latio n o f this o rdinance." 
The desirability o f such an o rdinance wan made manifest by 
the many co mplaints that lawlessness in Brainerd was the result 
o f the use o f liquo r and that the acts o f lawlessness were perpe­ 
trated by yo uths who were under the influence o f liquo r at the time 
when they co mmitted the lawless acts. Such statements had their 
weight with aldermen who were influ« need to v o te fo r the o r­ 
dinance, even tho ugh they had previo usly vo ted againat a similar 
o rdinance, fo r the purpo se o f suppressing lawlessness in this city. 
The chief value o f the o rdinance lies in its pro visio n fo r the 
speedy trial o f vio lato rs o f liquo r laws, by taking the enfo rcement 
o f these laws o ut o f the hands o f co unty o fficials and putting r! I»» 
the hands o f city o fficials. 
By securing a no o n* speedy trial, it 
saves peedU’iR expense, because under it it is no t necessary to bo ld 
v io lato rs to thfefgrand jury, such cases being dispo sed o f in muni­ 
cipal co urt. 
There are many arguments in favo r o f the o rdinance which 
will suggest themselves to tho se who study it, and it is well that 
the city co uncil has heeded thr request o f the mayo r, a request 
no t heeded at first hut finally given co nsideratio n liecnuse o f acts 
o f vio lence which were charged against the effect o f liquo r, that 
such an o rdinance be made effective in the city o f Brainerd. 
In passing the o rdinance the city co uncil has given to the jffi- 
cials o f the city a weapo n which they may use in suppressing vio ­ 
latio ns o f the liquo r law’s o f Minneso ta.

WHEN the public reads o f a pro po sal by which so me o f the 
larger packing plants will ko merged in o ne large industry the 
first questio n that suggests itself is: Will such a merger tend to 
fo rm a co mbine in restraint ut trade? 
It has o ften been charged 
in the past that the large packing co ncerns o f the co untry co n­ 
tro lled no t o nly the prices they paid fo r materials hut also the 
prices they asked fo r what they had to sell. 
It has been turther 
chatged that such a co ntro l, by restricting and limiting co mpe­ 
titio n, did no t deal fairly with the farmers and ranch o wners o n 
the o ne hand o r with the co nsumers o f the pro ducts o f the jiack- 
ing ho usts o n the o ther. 
This is no t likely to lie true o f the future activities o f the 
packers, even tho ugh the pro po sed merger be allo wed by the go v­ 
ernment o f the United States, because tin* packer co ntro l act has 
po wer to co ntro l the activities 
o f the packers and, in case they use 
their o rganizatio n to restrain co mmerce, to pro secute 
them fo r 
vio lating the pro visio ns o f thai act. 
It is claimed by tho se reco mmending this m erger that $30,- 
000,000 each year will be saved by eliminating 
the duplicatio ns 
that at present exist, thro ugh centralizing and unifying 
the va­ 
rio us o peratio ns o f the industry. 
If this mo ney is to revert to the gro wers o f cattle and to the 
co nsumers o f the pro ducts o f the packers, as is claimed by the 
packers, there is every reaso n why the merger sho uld be enco ur­ 
aged. 
Despite criticisms o f America’s big co rpo ratio ns, so me o f 
which may be justified and many o f which are no t, they have co n­ 
clusively pro ved that, even tho ugh they largely eliminate co m­ 
petitio n, the eliminatio n co mes thro ugh inability o f o thers to suc­ 
cessfully co mpete with them. A large number o f small co mpeti­ 
to rs do es no t bring cheaper wares to the peo ple and the co sts o f 
successfully meeting the co mpetitio n o f o thers o ften results in 
buyers paying mo re fo r what they purchase. 
The pro po sed merger o ught to he given a trial. 
It will be 
under the restraining pro visio ns o f the packer co ntro l bill. 
The 
packers have anno unced that $30,000,000 each year will be saved 
by the o rganizatio ns to be merged in o ne vast industry, and ihe 
peo ple who buy the pro ducts, with the sto ck raisers who supply 
the materials, will be o n the lo o k o ut fo r reduced prices o n the o ne 
hand and increased prices o n the o ther.

T he provisions of this ordinance are now in force in the city 
of Brainerd, and with one recorded confession of a violation of 
the ordinance which led straightway to the pronouncing of sen­ 
tence on the self-confessed violator in municipal court, the people 
of the city are becoming convinced that by passing the ordinance 
the city council did a good thing for Brainerd. 
When a similar ordinance was offered to the council for c o n ­ 
sideration some time ago there was a majority against it but con­ 
ditions in the city have changed the attitude of the opposition so 
that when the present ordinance was offered it met with little or 
no opposition. 
The ordinance has for its purpose “regulating and prohibiting 
the manufacture, sale, giving away, disposition, furnishing, pos­ 
session and transportation of intoxicating liquors in the city of 
Brainerd, and the keeping and having possession for sale, giving 
away, disposition, furnishing or transportation of intoxicating 
liquors iii said city and the receiving or taking any order for in­ 
toxicating liquors in said city, and defining intoxicating liquor and 
prescribing penalties for violation of this ordinance.” 
The desirability of such an ordinance was made manifest by 
the many complaints that lawlessness in Brainerd was the result 
of the use of liquor and that the acts of lawlessness were perpe­ 
trated by youths who were under the influence of liquor at the time 
when they committed the lawless acts. Such statements had their 
weight with aldermen who were influenced to vote for the or­ 
dinance, even though they had previously voted against a similar 
ordinance, for the purpose bf suppressing lawlessness in this city. 
The chief value of the ordinance lies in its provision for the 
speedy trial of violators of liquor laws, by taking the enforcement 
of these laws out of the hands of county officials and putting it in 
the hands of city officials. 
By securing a more speedy trial, it 
saves heedless expense, because under it it is not necessary to hold 
violators to thtbgrand jury, such cases being disposed of in muni­ 
cipal court. 
There are many arguments in favor of the ordinance which 
will suggest themselves to those who study it, and it is well fhat 
the city council has heeded the request of the mayor, a request 
not heeded at first but finally given consideration because of acts 
of violence which were charged against the effect of liquor, that 
such an ordinance be made effective in the city of Brainerd. 
In passing the ordinance the city council has given to tin1 >Al­ 
d a Is of the city a weapon which they may use in suppressing vio­ 
lations of the liquor laws of Minnesota.

FROM BUCKETSHOP TO JAIL

W h e n the public reads of a proposal by which some of the 
larger packing plants will be merged in one large industry the 
first question that suggests itself is: Will such a merger tend to 
form a combine in restraint of trade? it has often been charged 
in the past that the large packing concerns of the country con­ 
trolled not only the prices they paid for materials but also the 
prices they asked for what they had to sell 
it has been further 
charged that such a control, by restricting and limiting compe­ 
tition, did not deal fairly with the farmers and ranch owners on 
the one hand or with the consumers of the products of the pack­ 
ing houses on the other. 
This is not likely to be true of the future activities of the 
packers, even though the proposed merger be allowed by (he gov­ 
ernment of the United States, because the packer control act h a s 
power to control the activities of the packers and, in case they use 
their organization to restrain commerce, to prosecute them for 
violating the provisions of that act. 
It is claimed by those recommending this merger that $30,- 
000,000 each year will be saved by eliminating the duplications 
that at present exist, through centralizing and unifying the. va­ 
rious operations of the industry. 
If this money is to revert to the growers of cattle ami to the 
consumers of the products of the packers, as is claimed by the 
packers, there is every reason why the merger should be encour­ 
aged. 
Despite criticisms of America’s big corporations, some of 
which may be justified and many of which are not, they have con­ 
clusively proved that, even though they largely eliminate com­ 
petition, the elimination comes -through inability of others to suc­ 
cessfully compete with them. 
A large number of small competi­ 
tors does not bring cheaper wares to the people and the costs of 
successfully meeting the competition of others often results in 
buyers paying more for what they purchase. 
The proposed merger ought to be given a trial. 
It will be 
under the restraining provisions of the packer control bill. The 
packers have announced that $30,000,000 each year will bi' saved 
by the organizations to be merged in one vast industry, and the 
people who buy the products, with the stock raisers who supply 
the materials, will be on the look out for reduced prices on the one 
hand and increased prices on the other.

Death Toll in Past Two Years from 
Cancer More than Casualties of 
America in World War 


The lecture on 
Cancer 
Saturday 
evening at 
the Methodist 
church, 
brought out an exceptionally large 
audience, showing the keen interest 
that is taken in this subject, and the 
work that has been done by the com­ 
mittee in charge of cancer week. 
Dr. G. I. Badeaux presided at the 
lecture and introduced the speaker 
of the evening, Dr. J. C. Liu enberg. 
professor of obstetrics and gynecol­ 
ogy in tile college of medicine of the 
University of Minnesota. 
Dr. Litzenberg has made a special 
study of canter, and is conceeded to 
be an authority on tile subject. 
His 
lecture was very interesting and in­ 
structive, and he gave 
his 
hearers 
plenty to think about in the time al­ 
lotted for his address. 
Tho speaker pointed out tile in­ 
nocent beginning of this dreaded di­
